Let’s read it slowly and carefully. ‘ U. 
S. revenue stamp,’ it says, ‘for special 
tax, internal revenue, received from 
Hoffman Bros. company for $91.67 
special tax en brewers at 2606 Mon- 
roe street.’ 


“We don’t need to waste more time 
on that. The most recently appointed 
deputy collector could tell you that is 
no license. 

“Let the record show that the 
brewers’ counsel can misgname this 
license,” he added, when Attorney Sam 
Friedlander attempted to show it is 
“a license fh fact.”
